2. Measures of variability and detals of the methods 
used in seasonally adjusting ABS statistics are given in 
Appendixes ( and B. respectively, of Seasonally Adjusted 
Indicators, Australia (1308 0) This annual publication 
also contains a selection of orginal and seasonally 
adjusted historical data. in tabular and graphic form. the 
source for which are statistics appearing in the ABSs 
monthly and quarterly publications. 


3. As well as being adjusted for norma! seasonal 
factors, some of the statistical series included in the 
Digest have been adjusted for the effects of calendar 
variations, namely, ‘trading-day effects (arising from the 
varying numbers of Sundays. Mondays. Tuesdays, ete in 
a month) and the influence of movable holidays, such as 
Easter and Australia Day 


4. Most of the original and seasonally adjusted series 
are preliminary and subject to revision.
